London. March 15. — Term s of an 
agreem ent between Japan and Amer­ 
ica, now in the hands of the two gov­ 
ernm ents for approval, give Japan 60 
per cent of the American battleship 
strength, 70 per cent of her 
heavy 
cruiser tonnage, and equality in sub­ 
marines, it was learned today from 
American sources. 
The agreem ent, worked out of a long 
series of Inter-delegation conferences, 
would apply to the two navies until 
3936, when 
the next 
conference is 
railed. 
W ithin the next six years, Japan is 
to be perm itted to build her cruisers 
arm ed w ith 6-inch guns to a total of 
108,000 tons, and the United States 
will agree not to lay down her last 
three cruisers of that class until 1933, 
1934 and 1986 respectively, Since these 
ships could not be completed before 
the next conference, 
the 
agreement 
thus virtually assured the far eastern 
nation of a 70 per cent ratio in that 
classification. 
It is reported that throughout the 
negotiations, which have been prog­ 
ressing more than a 
fortnight, 
the 
Am erican delegation refused to con­ 
cede the Japanese demand for right 
to replace her new 7,000-ton, 6-inch 
gun cruisers, and also declined to re­ 
cede from their position 
that 
there 
should be no maximum placed in the 
tonnage displacement of 6-inch gun 
cruisers. 
G reat 
B ritain 
originally 
supported Japan's claims on this is­ 
sue. 
Concerning submarines, .th e agree­ 
m ent is said to provide th a t Japan 
will have 52,400 tons afloat in 1936, 
pledging herself neither to build nor 
replace outw orn undersea boats. The 
United States, on the other hand, is 
perm itted to replace subm arines to a 
total of 60,000 tons. 
W hile the reported agreem ent has 
brightened the chances of some ac­ 
com plishm ent by the five-power con 
ference, the Franco-Italian situation 
found the two nations still deadlocked 
over the naval parity issue, 
despite 
Foreign M inister Aristide B riand’s at­ 
tem pts to persuade the 
Italians 
to 
present “minimum figures” on their 
naval requirem ents. Italy's only re­ 
ply was reiteration of her demand for 
parity w ith France, regardless of fig 
ures.

Abnst of Discretion 


T he jail aentence imposed by Common Pleas Judge VVeither 
of Cleveland upon the editor and chief editorial writer of the 
Press of that city for criticising his action in enjoining the sheriff 
from interference with betting at a horst? race track has I teen re­ 
versed by the Cuyahoga county court of appeals and with an 
added rebuke to the jurist, says the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette. 
Not 
only was it emphasized that freedom of speech and a free proas, 
subject to the laws of slander and lil>el, are a paramount issue, 
but it was specified that the sentencing judge had abused his dis­ 
cretion in sitting in a case in which he him se I f was involved. 
IU 
should have referred it to an associate and have given his state­ 
ment as a Witness rather than as a judge from the bench. 
The injunction that called forth the criticism by the news­ 
paper was itself held by the reviewing court as of such a nature 
that not even the person violating it could have been found guilty 
of contempt. The judgment passed upon the editors was declared 
manifestly against the weight of evidence and contrary to law 
and the penalty meted out (thirty days in jail and a fine of $500 
each) was in excess of that allowed by statute. 
The reversal 
opinion continued: 
Because a man gets on the bench it does not neces­ 
sarily mean that he has changed his temperament or his 
liability to get excited, and if he could set himself above 
the r e s t of mankind and sit in judgment on grievances in 
which he is the injured party, we would establish a dan­ 
gerous precedent. 
It is better for a judge to be ruffled 
and agitated than to close the mouth of the speaker to 
the public. 
. 
That sums up the principle of both common sense and fair­ 
ness in such c a se s. 
It would be directly contrary to sound public 
policy to make the acts of any public official immune from proper 
criticism. 
It is repugnant to every conception of a fair trial to 
let the person who considers himself aggrieved act in the triple 
capacity of prosecutor, jury and judge. The true security for the 
dignity of the* court lies in being dignified and just,

The jail sentence imposed by Common Pleas Judge Walther 
of Cleveland upon the editor and chief editorial w riter of the 
Press of that city for criticising his action in enjoining the sherif! 
from interference with betting at a horse race track has been re­ 
versed by the Cuyahoga county court of appeals and with an 
added rebuke to the jurist, says the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette. Not 
only was it emphasized that freedom of speech and a free press, 
subject- to the laws of slander and libel, are a paramount issue, 
but it was specified that the sentencing judge had abused his dis­ 
cretion in sitting in a case in which he himself was involved. He 
should have referred it to an associate and have given his state­ 
ment as a witness rather than as a judge from the bench. 
The injunction that called forth the criticism by the news­ 
paper was itself held by the reviewing court as of such a nature 
that not even the person violating it could have been found guilty 
of contempt.
